AFL Warns Of 
“Smear Labor" 
Campaign 


GREEN SAYS SIXTH 
COLUMNISTS ARE 
FIGHTING LABOR 


In a full-page advertisement 
in the New York Times, 
headed “Beware of Sixth 
Columnists,’ the American 


Federation of Labor urged that 
existing labor legislation be re- 
tained and charged that a “smear 
campaign” had been started 
against “American workers and 
their unions.” 


The advertisement appearing in 
the Times Monday referred to 
President Roosevelt’s definition of 
“sixth columnists” as Americans 
who wittingly or unwittingly 
spread rumors or doubts, and said 
such persons were “waging an un- 
declared war against President 
Roosevelt and against us.” 

“New laws won't win this war— 
hard work will,” the message said, 
urging an end to “sniping” at Mr. 
Roosevelt and his policies. Con- 
tinued attacks, the advertisement 
says, “hurt morale, retard war pro- 
duction and throw our victory 
drive into chaos.” 

In paragraphs headed, “The truth 
about the 40-hour week,” overtime 


and strikes, the advertisement 
says: 
“There is no 40-hour week in 


American war industries. Working 
men and women are putting in 
from 48 to 60 hours a week in 
every war factory that has the 
materials and orders. Labor is for 
all that! We will not be satisfied 
until every war factory ... is pro- 
ducing...” 

The advertisement was paid for 
by 5,000,000 members of the Amer- 
ican Federation of Labor.

AFL members and friends 
were urged this week by repre- 
sentatives of organized labor to 
register and vote against the 
“hot cargo” referendum on the 
November 8rd _ ballot. 

Registration for the 
election in August closes July 
16, for the general election in 
November, closing date is 
September 24. 

In order to defeat the most 
vicious piece of anti-labor legis- 
lation ever to be saddled on 
the workers in California, all 
trade unionists, their families 
and friends must be registered 
and vote “NO” on the refer- 
endum in November, the labor 
representatives stated. 


Green Urges 
Defeat of 
Anti-Labor 


Legis!ation 


Congressmen, Senators 
Must Be Told of 
Labor’s Wishes 


Three most objectionable 
anti-labor bills have been in- 
troduced into the congress of 
the United States, one by Con- 


_|gressman Smith of Virginia, }|— 


one by Congressman Boren of Ok- 
lahoma, and one by Congressman 
Wickersham of Oklahoma. 


These bills provide for the aboli- 
tion of the forty-hour work week; 
the removal of all limitations upon 
the number of hours worked per 
day or per week; the freezing of 
wages; the elimination of overtime 
pay; the outlawing of the closed 
shop; and suspension for the na- 
tional emergency of thirteen exist- 
ing laws regarding overtime and 
Saturday half-holiday, such as the 
Walsh-Healey act, the fair labor 
standards act, the eight-hour act, 
and the Bacon-Davis act. 


In addition, these bills make it 
illegal to require non-union work- 
ers to pay initiation fee or dues in 
order to work where a closed shop 
agreement is In effect. 


You can see by this brief ex- 
planation how destructive and 
vicious is this proposed legislation 
and how seriously it would affect 
labor if it was enacted into law. 


Congress is being flooded with 
letters and telegrams from indi- 
viduals denouncing labor organiza- 
tions and demanding that this anti- 
labor legislation be passed quickly. 
Editors of a large number of news- 
papers are writing editorials in 
support of such legislation. All of 
this notwithstanding labor’s pledge 
to the government of a no-strike 
policy during the continuation of 
the war. 


William Green, president of the 
American Federation of Labor, has 
requested all central labor bodies 
and local unions to wire their con- 
gressmen and senators protesting 
against this legislation and calling 
for its defeat. 


“If our enemies are flooding 
congress with letters, telegrams 
and appeals to pass this legis- 
lation, labor and its friends 
must counteract the effect of 
all this by writing, wiring and 
appealing to congressmen to 
stand with labor, to support 
labor and to vote against this 
legislation,” Green sald. 


ROOSEVELT OK'S LIMITED VACATIONS 
AND RECREATION FOR WAR WORKERS 


President Roosevelt gave his of-j 


ficial O. K. to recreation and vaca- 
tions for workers. He said they 
were “necessary and beneficial” in 
promoting “an over-all efficiency 
by relieving the strain of war 
work,” 

The president emphasized, how- 
ever, that “recreation as usual is 
just as bad as business as us’ 
The text of his statement follows: 

“Many people have written to 
the executive office asking for 
some statement of the general atti- 
tude of the federal government to-

ward the continuation of various 
sports, dramatics, concerts, vaca- 
tions and general recreation and 
amusement during the war effort. 
Most of these letters point out that 
the writers are anxious to do their 
utmost to help in the prosecution 
of the war and wonder whether 
such activities are considered to be

“It is, of course, obvious that the 
war effort is the primary task of 
everybody in the nation. All other 
activities must be considered sec- 
been proven beyond doubt that 
human beings cannot sustain con- 
tinued and prolonged work for very 
long, without obtaining a proper 
balance between work on the one 
hand and vacation and recreation 
on the other. 

“Such reaction may come by 
participation in, or attendance 
at, various sports, motion pic- 
tures, music, the drama, pic- 
nics, etc. All of them have a 
necessary and beneficial part 
in promoting an over-all effici- 
ency by relieving the strains 
of war work. 

“The actual occurrence of very 
large gatherings, of course, must 
depend on local safety conditions 
of the moment. . 

“Within reasonable limits, I be- 
lieve that the war effort will not 
be hampered but actually impgoved 
by sensible participation in healthy 
recreational pursuits, It must be 
borne in mind, however, that ‘re- 
creation as usual’ is just as bad as 
‘business as usual.’ 

“Recreation under present con- 
ditions can he undertaken solely 
with the purpdse of building up the 
body and mind and with the chief 
thought that this will help win the 
war.”

WAGE INCREASE 
FROM WAR BOARD 


1,200 MEN GIVEN 
5 CENTS AN 
HOUR RAISE 


Twelve hundred members of Di- 
vision 192, amalgamated association 
of street electric railway and motor 
coach employes’ union, received a 
wage increase of 5 cents an hour, 
retroactive to March 1, 1942, ac- 
cording to reports from the war 
labor board. 

The wage dispute was submitted 
to the board by the union and the 
East Bay Transit company several 
weeks ago; the board’s decision on 
the wage increase was unanimous. 

However, according to the report, 
the wage raise is good until July 
1, 1942, and may again be reopened; 
the decision after that date must 
remain in force until the life of 
the contract which is January 1, 
1943.

Judge Padway 


Joseph A. Padway, counsel 
the American Federation of Labor, 
called for a government investiga- 
tion of Assistant Attorney General 
Thurman Arnold following a_ di- 
rected verdict of acquittal of two 
labor unions, a dozen individuals 
and four chain stores charged with 
anti-trust violations. 

In Granting Padway’s motion for 
a directed acquittal, Federal Dis- 
trict Court Judge Goldsborough 
said: 

“I have never, in all my 40 
years’ experience, tried a case 
that was as absolutely devoid 
of evidence as this.” 

Padway charged that Arnold, 
whose office conducted the prose- 
cution, has deliberately attempted 
to smear and persecute labor un- 
ions under anti-trust laws even 
though the U. S. supreme court has 


held unions immune from these 
laws.

“NO MONEY DOWN 4 
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OUTSTANDING WAR PRODUCTION 
OF UNION MEMBERS 


Every paper we pick up these days carries some story of 
record production. A battleship slips down the ways nine 
months ahead of schedule. Airplane production has increased 
fourfold since June 1940; machine tool output is eight times 
normal; merchant ship production rose from 28 ships in 1939 to 
95 in 1941; naval ships from 5 in the first 1941 quarter to 55 
in the last quarter. A year ago we had 45 shipyards with 170 
ways. Today there are 64 shipyards with 460 ways. Production 
of all goods, war and civilian, today is 20 per cent above last 
year. Full recognition should be given to the hard conscientious 
work of union members that made such results possible. 


Other examples tell their own story: A war housing project, 


larger than the city of River Rouge, was to be constructed | 


from scratch in 300 days; federation building tradesmen finished 
the job in 160 days and added a reservoir, sewage disposal plant 
and 20 miles of road. In Cleveland, a $2,000,000 fire destroyed 
an important war production plant; federation building trades- 
men rebuilt it in five days. At San Francisco bay where ground 
was broken for the new 8 way Todd shipyard in January 1941 
federation members worked with such unprecedented speed that 
by August a 10,000 ton ship had been built 
a new way, followed by a second 10,000 ton ship from another 
new way two weeks later. Such miracles of war production, 
achieved by union men, can mean the difference 
victory and defeat in this war. 

Strikes affecting war work have diminished markedly since 
Pearl harbor and the creation of the national war labor board 
In November 1941, 
amounted to 8 hundredths of one per cent of time worked; in 
January 1942 it was 4 thousandths of one per cent of time 
worked.—AFL Monthly Survey.

A worker employed 50 hours 
a week and getting overtime for 
ten of those hours receives only 10 
per cent more than if paid straight 
time. A labor department study 
proves, however, that increased 
production and reduced overhead 
made possible by longer hours of 
production are more than enough 
to offset the 10 per cent increase 
in labor cost. The corporations 
studied added millions of dollars to 
their profits even while paying 
overtime to workers. 

Elimination of overtime now

Senate Rejects 
Proposal of 
O’Daniel 


The United States senate, Tues- 
day, rejected a proposal of Senator 
O'Daniel to abolish the 40-hour 
work week and the closed shop for 
the duration. 

O’Daniel, considered a foe of 
organized labor, submitted the pro- 
posal several weeks ago. 

The bill, if passed, would have 
outlawed the 40-hour week on all 
government work and prohibited 
the closed shop. 

A standing vote was taken on 
the issue and it is said the oppon- 
ents defeated O’Daniel’s group by 
10 to 1.

Company Guilty of 
“Treason,” Truman 
Declares 


The senate defense investigation 
committee was told this week that 
the Standard Oil company of New 
Jersey planned a “definite contri- 
bution” to German self-sufficiency 
in 1988 and in 1939, anticipating a 
break in United States-Japanese 
trade relations and _ considered 
close ties with a Japanese trust. 

The disclosures were made by 
Chief Trust-Buster Thurman Ar- 
nold, assistant attorney general. 

His revelations that the Standard 
Oil company cartel agreement with 
a German chemical trust frus- 
trated creation of a cheap synthetic 
rubber industry in America brought 
from Chairman Barry S. Truman 
of Montana, a declaration that the 
company “is guilty of treason.” 

Attorney Arnold charged that 
the cartel agreement with a Ger- 
man chemical trust has blocked 
proper development of synthetic 
rubber production in this country. 

Truman said the agreement 
represented an effort by Standard, 
“even after we were in the war,” to 
protect Germany’s control over 
synthetic rubber.” 

“Because of that agreement,” 
Truman sald, “Germany has no 
rubber shortage,” while the 
United States has to pinch to 
supply its armed forces. 

“They’re going to have a 
hard time squirming out of 
this,” Truman stated.
